MAMMOTH EXPLOSION. 


One Hundred and Fifty-one Killed 


Outright or Suffocated In a 


nine Accident. 


PmsBtmo, Jan. 28.—H, C. Friok, 


owner of Mammoth mine No. 1, the 
scene of yesterday's terrible explosion, 
has been in almost constant communi- 
cation with bis representatives at the 
pit since yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. 


Friok eays this morning that he has 
private information to the effect that np 
to an early hour this morning that 103 
bodies had been removed from the 
shaft. 
Mr. Friok says that in all there 


were 160 men working in the mine at 
the time of the accident; that nine es- 
caped with their lives, some of them 
badly injured; 
the rest, 151 men, 


were either killed outright or suffocated 
by the terrible after-damp. Fire Boss 
Snkith, whose body was so terribly 
mangled, had early yesterday morning 
filed the following report in the office of 
the company at the works:

The Fort Wayne District Telegraph 


Company Will do the Best— 


A Strong Enterprise. 


Last night an ordinance finally passed 


the common council granting a franchise 
to the Fort Wayne District Telegraph 
company. One of the provisions IB that 
the company is to construct five miles 
of wire within one year. The projectors 
of the enterprise are Messrs. K. T, Mo- 
Donald, Ed. Gilmartin, William P. 
Breen and George Beers, the latter be- 
ing manager of the Postal Telegraph 
company at Van Wert, Ohio. A SENTI- 
NEL reporter had the following interview 
with Mr. Breen, the attorney, which ex- 
plains fully the service soon to be placed 
before out oitizens: 


"Mr. Breen, how will your company 


be organized9" 


"It will be a stock company, duly in- 


corporated under the laws of the state of 
Indiana." 


"What system of operation will yon 


adopt, and what benefits are derived to 
the patrons of the same 1" 


"The lines of the company will extend 


to all parts of the city, both in commer- 
cial centers and to private residences. 
There will be a central station on the 
ground floor of a convenient building, 
which 
is 
to 
be 
in 
charge 
of 


a 
competent man 
and 
assistants. 


The call boxes placed for the patrons 
use will cost at the rate of from fifty cents 
to one dollar <i month, according to the 
number of calls on the indicator. The 
largest box will have ten calls regis- 
tered, which are for messenger, carriage, 
coupe, express wagon, doctor, police, 
fire and any four others the subscribers 
may desire to have. By turning the 
indicator to "doctor" and pulling a 
lever, the message is received at the 
central station, where in a few seconds 
time the operator will find the name of 
your family physician in a register kept 
for the purpose and he will be dis- 
patched post-haste. It is on this princi- 
ple that the system is operated. If yon 
want a messenger boy ono is quickly 
sent. If, at night, a burglar is dis- 
covered in the house, police protection 
can be procured in a brief space of 
time." 


Further conversation elicited the in- 


formation that the service will be put 
in just as soon as subscribers are con- 
tracted with, which will be soon, as 
solicitors are already being engaged to 
proceed with the 
work. The 
sys- 


tem is in use at Indianapolis and 
Terro Haute, this state, and in a num- 
ber of cities, where it proves to be a 
success. It is certainly invaluable to a 
great many. It would certainly be so 
in a home, especially when the man of 
the house is absent at night. Subscrib- 
ers will be required to contract for the 
services for a period of one year, pay- 
able monthly, at the rates stated, a rule 
that is enforced by our present tele- 
phone service. Mr. Breen stated that 
the company would build their lines 
and be doing business within ninety 
days. Another provision under which 
the franchise was granted is that the 
company is to furnish boxes for the city 
hail, waterworks office, police and fire 
stations free of charge, also gives the 
city privilege to use their poles for fire 
and police lines. 


It will be remembered that some time 


ago Cincinnati parties tried to intro- 
duce the system in Fort Wayne, but 
they dropped their enterprise for some 
unaccountable reason, even though a 
number of business houses and dwell- 
ings had been wired.

or. He could backslide, but he did 
not need to b« justified again.

•n 111 readily be s^en therefore that a great many 
people are denied the use of water, and we ad- 
vise the extension of water mains as rapidly as 
It can be done without involving too great an 
annual expense and without Increasing the 
rate of taxation. We think that the portion of 
the city situated outh of the Plttaburg railroad 
and west of Broadway, which has been very 
rapidly improved during the past two years, 
should meet with consideration from the coun- 
cil In this respect. As so much money has al- 
readv been exoended on the reservoir and for 
real estate about it and on account of its use- 
fulness, we believe It should be finished as soon 
as possible, we offer in support of this opin- 
ion one of many strong reasons, viz: 


Our wells yield an abundant supply during 


each twenty-four hours, yet there are times 
during the busiest parts of the day in the sum- 
mer season, when all the elevators are In con- 
stant use and tne street sprinkling and railroad 
demands heaw, when for short periods at a 
time, water Is used at the rate of seven million 
gallons per twenty-four hours. 
Sudden and great demand compels the pumps 


to work at too fast a speed, and as the water 
can hardly get to the pumps fast enough, there 
Is great danger of drawing air, and thereby 
breaking down our machinery. 


If the reservoir were finished, this danger 


would be entirely avoided, for the pumps would 
work against direct pressure, and the supply or 
water ba constant. 
Beautiml indeed could the grounds be made, 


surrounding the reservoir, and the lake a thing 
of beautv in the summer, and of pleasure for 
tie children to skate upon in the winter. 


We hope that the condemnation proceedings 


that are necessary to secure th» smaU tracts of 
land bordering Spy Run. upon which we expect 
to drive additional wells, will be pushed as rap- 
Idly os possible, so that the wort can be dona 
as soon as spring opens. 
Everything appertaining to the worlis appear 


to be working smoothly. Our pipe laying has 
been well done, few breaks or lealts occurring: 
thus making our expenses for repairs very 
light. 
Since the Introduction of natural gas and Its 
use under our boilers, our fuel expenses have 
been reduced, and we congratulate ourselves In 
being able to show a mndel pumping house, 
well worthy of a nslt from sur citizens or 
strangers.
